Celebration of: the 4th -July. 


This auspicious day was celebrated in Baltimore 
with unusual splendor, in consequence, not only 
as the Anniversary of AMERICAN INDEPENDENGE, 
but as the day of commencing the great work of 
the Ratt-Roap from the City of Baltimore to the 
Ohio River. Our limits, of course, will not per- 
mit even a summary of description. The most 
splendid and imposing part of the celebration -was 
a grand Procession of the various trades and pro- 
fessors engaged in their different occupations : 

“ The several tradesmen plied their work: the 
farmers mowed and sowed and reaped: the dairy- 


men milked and churned: the plough and the har- 
row mimicked their usual toil: the tailors sewed ; 
the blacksmith’s anvil rang merrily: the coopers 
clattered away: the weaver’s shuttle flew unremit- 
tingly: the turners, tinners, braziers, brass-found- 
ers, in fine, all the trades exercised their respective 
labours on moving stages, beautifully decorated for 
the occasion. The ship Union rolled along with 
its merry crew, and its attendant guard of sailors 
looked up to it as the brightest ornament of the 
procession.” 

The ceremony of laying the first stone of the 
Rail-Road was extremely interesting, it being per- 
formed by CHARLES CARROLL of CAR- 
ROLLTON, the only surviving signer of the de- 
claration of Independence, now in the 92d year of 
his age. 

Thousands of persons, and they not beyond mid- 
dle age, says the American, who thus beheld an 
array of between five and six thousand artisans ex- 
ercising their respective trades within the limits of 
the city; who witnessed this display amidst a con- 
course of more than fifty, perhaps seventy thousand 
persons ; and saw long lines of streets extending on 
every side; could remember a period little more 
than thirty years distant, when the “Town of Bal- 
timore,” and its environs offered a very different 
spectacle. 

Such as it now is, we think we have some reason 
to be proud of it, as an example of what may be 
done by the enterprise of individuals, animated by 
an active and intelligent spirit. The undertaking 
just commenced, is of a magnitude and cost that, 
as the phrase runs, are worthy of emperors. To 
speak in a language more appropriate’ and more 
just, they are worthy of the illumination, practical 
sense, and irresistible enterprise, of free states, That 
they should be fearlessly encountered by a single 
city, of so small a comparative size, unassisted, in 
the first instance, from any other quarter, is, as far 
as we know, unparalleled, and deserves success, if 
it Coes not command it. But it will command it; 
and we take our leave of this subject so naturally 
interesting to us, by wishing, with ali our heart, an 


‘indefaugable prosecution, and a triumphant com- 


pletion, to the Baltimore and Ohio Rail road. 


The editor of the National Gazette thus sheaks 
of the festival in Baltimore on the 4th July. 


We have placed in our first page, the principal 
details of the recent celebration at Baltimore.—

The strong exeitement of a large and respectable 
community, produced by patrotic feelings and 
generous hopes. forms a grateful subject of atten- 
tion for every liberal observer. We sincerely wish 
that the most sanguine expectations of the Balti- 
moreans may be realized. What they have under- 
taken is represented, after dueinvestigation by men 
of scienee and experience, as practicable; it must 
prove, if accomplished, a source of abundant pro- 
sperity to Baltimore, and a great national blessing.

The PRUTH, so often mentioned of late, is a 
river of Moldavia running for the first half of its 
course, in a south easterly direction, and for the 
other half, in a southerly, till it falls intothe Danube 
from 80 to 90 miles above the mouth. While the 
Pruth continues its south easterly course, it divides 
ancient Moldavia nearly in half; after taking its 
southern direction, it is the boundary between that 
principality and the Russian provinces of Bessara- 
bia. As the Russian frontier now extends to the 
Pruth, the principality of Moldavia is ne longer by 
the Dnister, as it appears in most maps, but has 
the Pruth for its north eastern boundary, not its 
north western as stated in the New York Journal ; 
and the Russian armies lie, we presume, not in 
Poland, but in that partof Moldavia on the left bank 
of the Pruth, acquired by Russia. The distance to 
Constantinople from the confluence of the Pruth 
and Danube (to which point the Russian frontier 
extends) is about 250 miles by water and 300 by 
land, in a direct line.

Solar Microscope —This wonderful production 
of Art is now found as far South as Philadelphia— 
therefore, the curious of Baltimore may prepare 
for its presence.
